Slaton Saturday gave out a state- 
ment in which he outlined the plat- 
form on which he will make the race 
against Senator William J. Harris. | 

One of the gn planks will be op- 
position te the gue of Nations and 
the World Court, and “entangling al- 
liances with other nations.” In his 
statement Governor Slaton charges 
that Senator Harris has “constantly 
favored and supported the entrance of 
this country into both the League of 
Nations and the World Court, and 
has so voted in the senate.” 

He also severely criticized Senator 
Harris for voting against. the confir- 
mation of Judge Parker’ of North 
Carolina as a member of the supreme 
court. ' ee. r 

“Two reasons were givén for their 
action by senators who voted to re- 
ject Judge Parker,” -Governor Sla- 
ton’s statement says. “First, that in a 
labor injunction case he had followed 
the derision of the supreme court, as 
he was sworn to do. e second rea- 
gon was given as his public declara- 
tion that he believed in white su- 
premacy, and was the real objection 
that caused his defeat.” The state- 
ment charges that “Senator Harris, in 
voting to condemn the man_ who, 
thongh a republican, had voiced his 
belief in white supremacy, may have 
thought that by such vote he would 
secure the political support of the la- 
bor vote in Georgia.” 

In discussing business conditions 
and recent governmental appropria- 
tions, the statement says: “I would 
not be disposed to boast of member- 
ship on the committee that made these 
huge appropriations, I would be 
ashamed of it.” 

The statement concludes: 

“If the people of Georgia wish to 
leave the great power, so boastfully 
claimed by himself, in the hands of 
our present senator, well and good. 
f so, we can expect no better than 
we now have, and may easily have 
worse. 

“Our only hope lies in a change. 
It may be for the better. It cannot be 
for the worse.” 

The statement jn full is as follows: 
To the People of ia : 

I am a candidate for the United 
States senate, subject to the demo- 
cratic primary. 

I am a democrat and believe in the 
traditions and principles of the party. 

League and World Court. 


I am opposed to this country hav- 
ing entangling alliances with other 
nations. I now op as I have 
always opposed, the entrance of this 
country in either the League of Na- 
tions or the so-called World Court, 
which is a mere creature and agent of 
the League of Nations. I favor peace, 
but believe it cannot be accomplished 
in that way. 

Senator Harris has constantly fa- 
vored and supported the entrance of 
this country into both the League of 
Nations and the World Court, and has 
so voted in the senate. If the ques- 
tion is submitted to the senate again 
he is certain to so vote. 

This is an issue between us that 
must be determined by the people of 
Georgia. 

Judge Parker’s Rejection. 

A few months ago, Justice San- 
ford, of Tennéssee, died, leaving Jus- 
tice MeReynolds as the only southern 
man upon the supreme court of the 
United States. _He i@ eligible for re- 
tirement in 1932. 

To fill the place of Justice San- 
ford, the president nominated Judge 
Parker, of North Carolina, a member 
of the fourth circuit court of appeals 
of the United States, 

As a jurist of high character and 
ability he was approved by the bar 
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firma 
ion of United States 
and Senator Harris 
then. 

Judge Parker’s nomination to the 
supreme court was réjected by a vote 
of 41 to 39, and admittedly ‘Senator 
Harris’ vote caused his’ rejection, for 
the vice president was’ prepared to 
confirm his appointment in case of a 
tie. 

Two reasons were given for their 
action by senators who voted to re- 
ject Judge Parker: 

First, that in a labor injunction 
case he had followed the decision of 
the are court, as he was sworn 
to A 


Second, that while the republican 
candidate for governor of North Caro- 
lina in 1920, Judge Parker had fully 
and emphatically advocated white su- 
premacy, and had opposed the domi- 
nation in politics of the negro. 

The first of these reasons was too 
unsound to merit serious considera- 
tion. Judge Parker could not be 
blamed by fair-minded men for follow- 
ing the decision of the supreme court. 
If that decision was wrong,: the rem- 
edy lay in legislation forbidding in- 
junctions of the character complained 
of. A bill proposing such a remedy 
had lain dormant in the senate for 
three years without an effort on the 
part of Senator Harris to secure its 
enactment. 

The second reason for the rejection 
of Judge Parker, namely his public 
declaration that he believed in white 
supremacy, was the real objection 
that caused his defeat. It was press- 
ed by “The National Society for the 
Advancement of the Colored People” 
with telling effect upon nothern sena- 
tors in whose states the negro vote 
was the balance of power. The of- 
fensive organization that presented 
and pressed this objection represents 
the most vicious type of northern ne- 
groes, men who advocate and demand 
not only political but social equality 
between the races in the south as well 
as in the north. One of these leaders 
was the negro congressman, De Priest, 
who stood on the floor of the senate, 
assisting in directing the fight against 
Judge Parker. 

Used Against South. 

Since the defeat of Judge Parker’s 
confirmation “The National Society 
for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple,” who are the worst enemies of 
our southern negroes, as well as of 
our southern white people, “has tri- 
umphantly declared that the 14th and 
15th amendments will now. be -.en- 
forced, and has arrogantly threatened 
the supreme court of the United Statés 
because of its decisions wpholding the 
constitutionality of our southern elec- 
tion laws, and of our laws segregating 
the races on the railroad trains and 
elsewhere. Senator Harris, who voted 
to condemn the man, who, though a 
republican, had voiced his belief in 
white supremacy, may have thought 
that by such vote he would secure the 
political support of the labor vote in

And Dimes But Hates Halves 


Suppose you had: a quarter and 
a dime and a nickel in your pocket 
and you ,wanted to buy a package of 
cigarets which cost 15 cents. 

Would you pull eut the nickel and 
dime from your pocket and pay fer 
the cigarets with the 15 cents? Or 
would you put the quarter on the 
counter and take the dime in change? 


Investigation and resedrch discloses 
that most men will: throw ,out the 
quarter and take the dime in change. 
Why? Just what does this peculiarity 
indicate? It indicates a number of 
things’ and indexes the habits of a 
man with his loose change. Some 
people hate to have half-dollars about 
them: Other detest quarters. good 
many people hate to have pennies, 
but there seems to be no general preju- 
dice agains: nickels and dimes. 

If you question a man about his at- 
titude concerning loose change, he will 

robably tell you that he dislikes many 
alf dollars in his pockets because 
they are too bulky and too heavy. 


The prejudice against them is much 
the same as.the old prejudice in the 
east against “cart-wheels.” ‘“Cart- 
weels” are silver dollars and through 
the west in the 90s they enjoyed an 
unusual popularity, Westerners would 
rather have them than the dollar 
bills. In 1 there were more than 
570,000,000 of them in circulation. 

Cartwheels are seldom seen now. 
The ‘prejudice against them because 
of their size and bulk has become gen- 
eral. It is surprising to know that 
silver dollars are still being minted. 
The last series is known as the “peace 
dollar,” issued in 1921 with the head 
of the Statue of Liberty on one side 
and th® familiar “In God We Trust 
on the other. ; 

However, this sidelight on the his- 
tory ‘of cart-wheels even though one is 
is merely thrown in to demonstrate 
that we know  our_ cart-wheels 
seldom seen nowadays. The prejudice 
-against cart-wheels is now being ex- 
tended to hal: dollars. According to 
the banks, who ought to know about 
such things, the number of half-dol- 
lars in circulation is decreasing every 
year and the number of quarters 1s 
increasing. 

Most men would rather have two 
quarters in their pockets than one 
half dollar. They occupy less space 
and a quarter is a price frequently 
quoted, so that they can drop the coin 
on the counter and depart without 
bothering to wait for change. The 
same thing does not held true of a 
woman. Half ‘dollars in the vanity 
case are half dollars, and’ it doesn’t 
concern the woman much whether they 
are quarters or halves as long as they 
are money. {Note: See “The Habits 
of Women,” by Ivan Skavinsky Ska- 
var). f 

Now why does this prejudice against 
large coins and pennies exist and why 
are the middle-class coins popular. 
The reason is simple. The modern 
inventions of this machine age have 
been developed to chise middle class 
coins from middle class people. Ob- 
serve, for instance, the ordinary tele- 
phone coin box. You will notice that 
there is no slot on it for half dollars. 
If you make a long-distance call where 
‘the cost is more than a half dollar, 
.you must deposit two quarters. 

The coin box is also responsible for 
the popularity of the nickel. A nickel 
is the Gommon charge for the average 
telephone call, ‘and a dime for calls 
outside the immediate teleplfone ex- 
ehange area, which in turn popular- 
izes the dime. Young’ swains who 
spend hours in telephone booths like 
to have nickels in their poekets with 
which to make these telephone calls. 

The bird who plays golf or enter- 
tains the boys at the club likes to 
have them in his pocket when he 
calls up his wife to tell her that he 
is delayed at the office. All report- 
ers are nickel hounds because they 
are constantly calling the office to see 
rif there is any mail in the box be- 
longing to them.

People will even plan to spend their 
small change so that they will get 
nickels and dimes, and it comes as 
Mbard to-spend them gs to draw money 
rout of the bank.

with the coins they do not like. A 
girl in the office puts all of her quar 
ters and half dollars in a shoe box 
every night and starts each day fresh 
with bills, Some day, perhaps, she 
will get married and then she will 
have a nice little nest egg of coins— 
better than a hope chest. Other per- 
sons give their pennies to the Sal- 
vation Army or put them in the 
“poor” box in church. Still others 
give them to the youngsters to fill up 
their banks. Others match with them

half-dollars, but to women coins ap- 
pear to be a necessary evil. They 
would rather have bills.

36. Counties Adopting 
Ellis Law Will Be Visit-

The ‘exploitation of the health de- 


ties which . have adopted the Ellis 
health Jaw is the purpose of the 
Healtheade which will leave Atlanta 
Monday for a four-weeks tour of the 
counties in which the law is in opera- 
tion.

Acree, director of the division of pub- 
lic health education of the state board 
of health, was arranged ‘exclusively 
for representatives of newspapers of 
the state. 

“Much has been said both in the

“These statements have 
conspired to rob Georgia of many in- 
dustries which she otherwise would 
have, industrial operators being un- 
willing to bring large numbers of em- 
ployes ‘nto a state which has a repu- 
tation of being unhealthy.

Before Reed spoke, John T. Barker, 
city counselor of Kansas City, and 
former attorney-general of Missouri, 
had said from the same platform “it 
is not beyond the realm of possibility” 
that the former fiery senate leader 
will be “nominated and elected presi- 
dent.” Barker referred to Reed . as 
“the greatest Missourian, if not per- 
haps the greatest American.” The 
statement was roundly cheered. 

Denounces Pacifists. 

Because of his, Barker’s, close per- 
sonal and political, association with 
Reed for many years, obseryers said 
it was tnlikely he would have advo- 
cated the ex-senator for the presi- 
dency without Reed's knowledge and 
approval.

U.S. RADIO STATION 


10 MONITOR WORLD 


Receivers 200 Times More 
Powerful Than Home Sets | 
To Check. Globe. 


GRAND ISLAND, Neb., June .7; 


| (Special.)\—A great police force of the 


air covering the entire world will go 
on duty here September 1 in the most 
powerful radio station ever built. This 
international monitor of the air, un- 
der the supervision of the United 
States department of commerce, will 
be able to govern 20,000. transmitting 
stations throughout the universe to 
prowess the listener. The sleuths of 
that the stations 
stay on assigned wave lengths, keep} 
within the limits of power and do not 
‘interfere with other stations, 
Plans for the new station were pre- 
pared by the navy department bureau 
of yards and docks. An auxiliary 
building will house three DicSel en- 
gines which will furnish 75 kilowatts 
of power for testing and broadcasting 
services. The plant occupies a site of 
50 acres. . Every protection has been 
taken against interference. Telephone 


‘and télegraph lines run into the sta- 


tion under ground and the air in the 
station will be maintained at an even 
temperature. 

Three types of receivers are to be 
installed .in this station, two of which 
cover frequencies of from 100 to 
30,000 kilocycles and the third. type 
from 10 to 100 kilocycles. These are 
200 times more sensitive than home 
radio receiving sets. Five sets of 
these receivers have now been in- 
stalled, each in a shielded booth. There 
are several types of antennae through 
which .the station will be able to re- 
ceive from any other station in the 
world on land or sea. The station 
will sérve all classes of radio commu- 
nication, including television, photo- 
radio, transoceanic transmission, ama- 
teur stations and general broadcast- 
ing. Its principal function will be to 
prevent interference of any kind be- 
tween stations,

In 
the east, where television has been 
experimented with on an _ extensive 
scale, it has been found satisfactory 
at fairly close range, but unsatisfac- 
tory at a-distance, particularly where 
the power used for broadcasting and

“If the people who believe in this 
theory are acting in good faith,” Nor- 
ris continued, “they should not hesi- 
tate to accept the senate’s proposi- 
‘tion, and the fact that it is declined 
is a demonstration that in this Mus- 
cle Shoals woodpile is carefully con- 
cealed the private power trust.” 

The Norris compromise would pro- 
vide that the lessee of the fertilizer 
and nitrate properties be required “to 
manufacture exclusively fertilizer and 
fertilizer ingredients.” It would also 
provide “that the government cor- 
poration provided for in the senate 
resolution should furnish to the lessee 
all the power necessary for the opera- 
tion of the leased properties at a price 
that should be as cheap as power sold 
to any other persons, corporation or 
municipality.” 

Norris’ statement continued :

FAKE PEDDLERS ACTIVE 
IN GEORGIA, REPORT 


ATHENS, Ga., June 7.—Peddlers 
of fake boll weevil remedies and to- 
bacco insecticides are again active in 
the state, according to E. C. West- 
brook, cotton and tobacco specialist at 


the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture. 

Many letters from farmers in. dif- 
ferent sections of the state inquiring 
as to the value of certain mixtures 
that canvassers have been trying to 
sell them have been received at the 
agricultural college. 

few days ago three men were 
arrested in Cook county and a war- 
rant issued for a fourth man for sell- 
ing fake arsenate of lead for the con- 
trol of tobacco insects in that county, 
according to information reaching the 
agricultural college. While the arrest 
of these fakers will save a number of 
farmers from being swindled, the ar- 
rest did not come until a large num- 
ber of farmers had already been.made 
victims, 

While the so-called insecticide con- 
tained mostly lime, which. caused lit- 
tle or no damage to the tobacco, # 
did not contain enough poison to kill 
the tobacco worms, explained the 
specialist. 
in money spent for the worthless 
poison, these farmers lost the labor 
necessary t> apply it and lost from 
damage by the tobacco worm which 
the mixture did not kill. 

“We have had a large number of 
these ‘pests’ since the boll weevil first 
invaded Georgia in 1915, who have’ 
been selling everything from boll 


guaranteed to make the s of the 
cotton plant distasteful to the weevil,” 
said Mr. Westbrook. 

Boll Weevils Appear. 

“Boll weevils have already made 
their annual appearance in most sec- 
tions of south Georgia, and have been 
reported in some north Georgia coun- | 
ties, according to reports from those 
sections, 

“The early infestation is not as 
heavy as last year, but where weevils 
are found in fields before the cotton 
begins to put on squares it will be 
profitable to mop the cotton twice 
with a home-made sweetened poison. 
This mixture should be made up of 
using one pound of calcium arsenate, 
one gallon of black strap molasses, 
and one gallon of water. 

This form of poison can be -applied 
with a home-made mop. It should be 
kept well stirred while using. Only 
one day's supply should be mixed at 
a time, to insure freshness... About 
1 1-2 gallons of this mixture is suf- 
ficient for an acre. 

“If a good job of early poisoning 
is done, a good crop of cotton can be 
matured ahead of the boll weevil. If 
weevils become numerous late in the 
summer, calcium arsenate dust will 
help greatly to reduce damage to the 
top and middle crops. These applica- 
tions should be made at five-day in- 
tervals. Liquid poison is not nearly 
so effective on large cotton as the 
dust form,” said Mr. Westbroek. 

These methods of combating the boll 
weevil are those which have been 
proven by agricultural colleges,. ex- 
periment stations, and leading farm- 
be the most effective.

from the limelight of political contro- 
versy into which the success of his 


| book catapulated him, and dazed by 


his own unexpected achievements 
(contradicting the primary idea of 
that book)—Remarque awaits an- 
other great test of possibly further 


unwelcome controversy, when his 


writings are made known to an even 
‘greater public through a still more 
‘graphic medium, the motion picture. 


Kighteen months ago, before it was 


‘apparent even to himself that he had 


upset all publishing records, Remar- 
que’s self-imposed solitude was broken 
by a visit from Carl Laemmle, presi- 
dent of Universal Pictures Corpora- 
tion. Remarque knew little of mo- 
tion pictures, and probably less of 
Mr. Laemmile, but he had learned 
through unhappy experience that all 
manner of men were anxious to dis- 
tort his message to support theories of 
their own. Because of it he bad been 
accused of disloyalty, of misrepresen- 
tation, of radicalism, of being a French 
Jew named Kramer masquerading as 
a German soldier, and many other 
things in the effort of warring fac- 
tions at home to make political capi- 
tal of his book. It contained all 
that he had to say, and nothing that 
he was not prepared to stand behind. 
So he wrote into the eontract for its 
films rights something calculated to 
prevent further misconceptions and 
controversey by stipulating that the 
new instrument of narration. should 
interpret the story as he had written 


it, without change or additions and 
without unduly stressing any phase. 
Remarque probably failed to accom- 
plish his purpose of forestalling con- 
troversy. It has followed the story 
from its first appearance as a serial 
in a Berlin democratic illustrated 
newspaper, and probably will continue 
to center about it as long as the story 
is told, regardless of the form of nar- 


ration, 
New Picture School. 

He did, however, accomplish some- 
thing which may prove far more im- 
portant, at least to American film 
patrons, for it is hinted in many quar- 
ters that the method of pieturizing 
“All Quiet on the Wesférn Front” 
may bring into being a new school of 
motion picture production. substitut- 
ing verity for popular concepts of en- 
tertainment values as the all-in-all 
sought by directors. The result large- 
ly hinges upon the public verdict ac- 
corded “All Quiet on ‘the Western 
Front”’—and to date, it has. broken 
all records for attendance wherever 
shown. 

Solemn assurance is given by the 
leading New York newspapers that 
Remarque’s epic has been faithfully 
transcribed in the spirit as well as 
the letter and that naught has been 
done to add or to detract from the 
soldier’s manuscript. Lavish expen- 
diture has been devoted to it in viz- 
ualizing the progress of the schoolboy 
soldiers through the cruel vicissitudes 
of the greatest war in history, until 
worn and broken in spirit as well as 
body, they fell, one by one, before the 
fury of the man-made holocaust. There 
has been no effort made to moderate 
the horrors so vividly described by 
Remarque, and none to brighten the 
text with intgrpolated romance oF 
comedy. Yeg the latter element is 
present in a Surprising degree. 

The result is described as stark real- 
ism amounting to a great experience. 

Those who have been — to 
view in New York, Los Angeles, Chi- 
cago, Detroit and Baltimore, where 
it was first submitted for public ap- 
proval, have nothing to say of en- 
tertainment values in the usual ac- 
ceptance of the term, no tendency to 
rave over wonderful acting or inspired 
direction or to indulge in any of the 
usual panegyrics associated with en- 
thusiasm in motion picture circles. 
They confine themselves to the asser- 
tion that page after page of Re- 
marque’s introspective and philosophi- 
cal text has been torn from the book 


and projected upon. the screen: with 
the interpretive fidelity t Dore im- 
pasted to his familiar illustrations of 

ante’s imaginative expedition en- 
titled “Inferno.” 

“No Beatrice moves with majestic 
tread through Remarque’s vivid de- 
sctiption of the activity General Sher- 
man stamped as a modern materializa- 
tion of ‘Inferno,’” says Mr. Laemmle. 
“Nor is any extraneous material drawn 
upon to relieve the stark tragic real- 
ism. In consequence many of us 
are keyed up with expectancy that 
the hour has struck when the motion 
icture will experience the shock that 
Richard Wagner brought to the musi- 
cal world, with substance replacing 
<= pig qualities as.a standard of 
value.”

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WEEK’S TRADING IN STOCKS DISTINCT VICTO 


Bear Cause Is F avored 
_ By Several Developments

NEW YORK, June 7.—()—The 
stock market fell out of bed this week 


—a rude awakening from its browse 
of more than a fortnight. The mar- 
ket dozed along until toward the end 
of the week, apparently unmindful of 
constant bearish p , inspired by 
rather unfavorable news, but 
a sharp bear jab on Friday was suf- 
ficient to send share oy ogee amped 
tumbling to the levels of y May. 

With business now obviously going 
into a summer lull without having 
made a very impressive record during 
the spring, with ‘commodity prices 
showing further wunsettlement, - and 
credit. rates tumbling to the lowest 
levels in recent years through sheer 
lack of demand for funds, efforts to 
send shares higher were completely 
abandoned, and floor fraders who 
make a market from day to day re- 
gardless of the amount of commission 
business, found the line of the least 
resistance tending conspicuously 
downward. 

Several developments of the week 
favored the bear cause, although their 
influence was largely psychological. 
Slack demand for funds has undoubt- 
edly reduced banking profits, and 
bank stocks turned weak, always an 
unsettling influence, whatever the 
cause. Radio Corporation decided to 
forego its quarterly earnings state 


ment, explaining that capital change®- 


offered troublesome obstacles. Tire 
manufacturers cut their prices about 
5 per cént. There were a few divi- 
dend reductions, although they were 
not unexpected 


The weekly brokerage loan figures | 


shot. up $79,000,000 despit® a- sluggish 
stock market during the period cover- 
ed. This was foreshadowed by a gain 
of $99,000,000 in bank loans on se- 
curities disclosed for the previous 
week, although brokers’ loans gained 
only $7,000,000. Although.any con- 
clusive analysis of these figures can- 
not be made from the material avail- 


able, Wall Street generally decided ‘ 


that the heavy offerings of bonds dur- 
ing May had not been moving into 
investors’ strong boxes, very readily, 
and dealers had been forced to seek 
loans against them. The gain in bank 
loans on securities, was undoubtedly 
due in part to the fact that brokers 
have not reduced their carrying 
charges as rapidly as banks have re- 
duced their rates, resulting in a 
switching of securities from brokerage 
accounts to the banks. 

Continued delay in offering the 
German reparations loan has also been 
an unsettling factor. Houses of issue 
have practically halted activity to 
leave a clear road for this issue. Many 
bankers feel that unnecessary- precau- 
tions are being taken te insure the 
success of this issue, in view of the 
favorable terms: planned.

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STEEL TRADE DUTLOOK

NEW. YORK, June 7.—(4)}—While 
the position of the steel market was 
still far from satisfactory, it ‘was 
pointed out that a few developments 
gave indications in some quarters of 
a better outlook.

Reports reaching The Constitu- 
tion from its correspondents over 
the state indicate that a large per- 
cent of the senators and represen- 
tatives who will be chosen to the 
next general assembly will be new 
men in that body.

New blood 
and new minds are often highly 
beneficial to the public service.

Mr. Snowden informed the 
house that Great Britain will reeeive 
during the coming year from her war 
debtors, $7,000,000 more than she has 
to pay the United States in war debt 
aceounts.. The underlying fact is not 
new. Two years ago Mr. Churchill, 
then, chancellor of the exchequer, stat- 
ed that Britain would receive during 
that year substantially the amount 
necessary to meet her Ameficap pay- 
ment. But it has not been made clear 
even in this country, much less to the 
people of England, that the American 
debt does not add a farthing to the 
British tax burden. Nor that its can- 
éellation would not take a farthing 
off that burden, becayse under the

After all, we must not forget that 


disarmament itself is only the out- 
ward expression of the inner attitudes 
of nations. The word “seeurity,” 
which was so constantly on the A 
of the representatives at the confer- 
ence, and which appears in all. the 
discussions of this question, does not 
represent any fixed standard of ships 
and armies, which must be maintained 
by nations, but it represents rather a 
‘spiritual element, which is best ex-

Debts and Tariff. 

We can never forget, too, that as 
a creditor nation we are already un- 
popular with our debtors. Leaving 
out for a moment—though I can never 
do so in my own thoyght—the ques- 


tion of the justice of those debts, we 
must see the close connection between 
the payment of the debts and our tar- 
iff rates, At the very moment when 
we are insisting upon the payment of 
what other nations owe us, to raise 
our tariffs so high as te make it 
almost impossible for them to make 
the payments, is very much like “add- 
ing insult to imjury.” nomics is 
never, as some would have us think, 
‘ cold-blooded business proposition. 
t too closely involves the daily lives 
of men with their plans and: pu ‘ 
their -hopes. and aspirations. Wher 
a tariff vote in congress shuts down 
factories in England and France and 
robs men and. women of their daily 
living, while at the same time the tax 
rate carries with it a Jarge amount 
to pay the national debt to the Unit- 
ed States. it would be strange if these 
people did not learn to hate us. It 
seems to me‘that from a purely eco- 
nomic point of ‘view it would be wiser 
and cheaper to build good-will by low- 
ering our tariffs and canceling our

NEW YORK SKYLINES

NEW YORK, June 
American Newspaper Alliance.)—A 
detail map of the Manhattan that 
lies below the street level, down to 
100 feet from the surface, should be 
mighty interesting. As the city builds 
up into the sky it also digs down 
into the earth. Wires, pipes, power 
plants and vast material stores are 
down there. Along Wall Street, al- 
most below the paving where men 
walk, are rich treasure islands in 
vaults. 

Two floors underground are the 
new vaults of the Bank of Manhat- 
tan, that now Nfts higher than any 
other building, as seen from New 
York harbor.

most of the mastication of food,.and 
their normal’ position in the . jaws 
prevents much of the disfigurement of 
@ ed teeth: 

Since this group of teeth, four in 
number, are the most impertant of 
all. the 32 teeth, even a superficial 
knowledge of them ought to be of 
intergst. 

To ts with their very name, “six- 
year molars,” is misleading. They may 
normally push through. the gum from 
five to eight years of age, which is 
nature's way of expressing her law of 
“normal variability.” The order in 
which. the teeth appear is much more 
regular than their time of appearance, 
but this first group of permanent 
teeth may be said, generally speaking, 
to put in their appearance when a 
child is about six years’ of age. 

‘Their formation takes place, deep 
in the bedy of the jaw, shortly after 
birth, and about six* years before 
making their appearance, Their well- 
being depends on many things. For 
instanee, the health of the mother in 
prenatal stages, which phase is being 
considered in modern research; then 
the health of the child itself for. the 
uniform and norma! formation of these 
teeth. 

One of the important contributing 
factors in this lime salts . which 
makes for the enamel covering of the 
crown portion of the teeth. Resist- 
ance to decay is materially lessened 
without the proper deposition of this 
important element, which means that 
the child is menaced with a rapid 
destruction of its teeth. Sometimes 
this decay sets in with acute ‘and 
intense pain because it has penetrat- 
ed to the “nerve.” Infection of the 
root-end follows and generally termi- 
nates in the extraction of this most 
important of all the teeth. 

Early Care of Teeth. 

The mother’s diligent watchfulness 
of her child’s teeth should begin be- 
fore they appear. The enamel surface 
of the crown portion of the six-year 
molars is most vulnerable to decay 
during the period when they are just 
emerging through the gums. The six- 
year molar takes its place just back 
of the last “baby” molar, and aften 
pushes through the gum without pain 
or inconvenience to the child and fre- 
quently without the mother’s knowl- 


edge, Sometimes a flap of gum tissue. 


remains over the top portion of this 
tooth for many months before it is 
completely absorbed, This gum Wap 
may harbor germs of decay beneat 
it, which sometimes penetrate the 
enamel and would cause one to believe 
that the tooth had actually come 
through already decayed. 

The six-year molars are dependent 
on their predecessors, the “baby” 
molars, for their correct position in 
the dental arches. Should a baby 
molar be lost, generally due to decay, 
before the six-year molars take their 
places, these latter teeth will move too 
far forward in. the arch and cause a 
ctowding of the front teeth. The six- 
year molars also determine the hor- 
mal position of the “12-year molars,” 
the “wisdom teeth,” as well as the 
bicuspids and eye and stomach teeth, 
All these take their normal position 
in the jaw according to the position 
of the four six-year molars. Creoked

Did the early In- 
dian mother, during gestation, eat 
the devitamised fodos of the present 
dhy? Did she change her daily ac- 
tivities and thus diminish the normal 
physiologic exercise so. conducive to 
metabolism in general? After the birth 
of her offspring, did she because of 
physical deficiency or worse, social 
pressure, wean her baby to artificial 
feeding—the bottle? Were the Indian 
kiddies subjected to dehydriated 
steam-heated rooms and denied the 
health properties of sunshine? 
Apparently the Indian mothers were 
more sensible than we are, and con- 
es g physicians’ and dentists’ 
bills will continue to mouagt until the 
“law of adaption” and “survival of 
the fittest’ conquer such rapid 
changes in environmental influences.

This garden di- 
vision has had six flower shows in 
the Jast two years; organized a gar- 
den club among the colored women 
and offered prizes to the colored for 
the best kept yards: planted a tree 
to the Unknown Soldier; planted 
1,000 cannas, petunias and other flow- 
ers on the Dixie highway, 100 pecan 
trees on the Nertional Road of Re- 
membrance; gav. free flower seed to 
school children and offered prizes ‘or 
the best flowers grown drom these 
seed ; organized a Junior Flower Club, 
sponsored a living Christmas tree, 
planted winter grass in parks and on 
library lawn and expended $658 for 
shrubbery for the beautification of the 
13 city parks; put out over 600 pieces 
of shrubbery. Perhaps the other out- 
standing achievement was the work 
of one of the smallest clubs in the 
district. The Byromville club of only 
30 members raised $720 for seats for 
the school auditorium, and $350 for 
curtains and wings for the stage. They 
did not have a single donation but 
raised it all by work. They, however, 
consider their crowning achievement 
the fact that their contestant in the 
Hearst flag essay contest was one of 
four in the United States to be 
awarded a trip around the world. 
Miss Alma Groves, a high schdol girl, 
of Byromville, won this distinction. 
The third district is indeed proud of 
Miss Groves and feels that her honor 
is an honor to‘the whole district.

Mrs. L. O. Freeman, of College 
Park, fifth district president, said: 
“In choosing from the many activi- 
ties of the fifth district that are good, 
it is difficult to-seléct those that are 
best and it is impossible to enumerate 
the splendid accomplishments of the 
individual clubs, therefore I shall 
specify none. A distinctive work of 
the district, however, has been that 
done in Americanization, through the 
department of American citizenship, 
The first work of this division was 
that of making a survey of the homes, 
habits and customs of the foreign-born 
people in our midst. This informa- 
tion was derived from the immigration 
bureau and from personal visits into 
the homes and churches of these 
people and by being present at their 
w dings, funerals and other occa- 
sions of importance. Visits, too, were 
made to the vocational schools where 
many of them are being taught Ameri- 
can trades and vocations. Some rep- 
resentative of this committee has been 
present at each session of the federal 
court when naturalization papers were 
given, and an American flag has been 
presented to each new citizen. Some- 
times it has been touching to note 
with what appreciation and reverence 
these flags have been received. In 
order to establish a more friendly re- 
lationship a lawn party was given at 
the home of the department chair- 
man. Thirty-five foreign-born _ per- 
sons were present, representing seven 
nationalities. Three foreign consuls 
were also present. 


“A Cosmopolitan Club has been or- : 


ganized, with 40 members, comprised 
of 12 nationalities, 
a ‘Pageant of Nations,’ which fea- 
tured members in their native dances 
and costumes, Clubwomen are estab- 
lishing personal contact with these 
foreign women by going into their 
homes and teaching them the usage of 
American foods, clothes, customs and 
language.

In response to a long felt community 
need the Hartwell Club has rented a 
five-room modern brick bungalow to 
be used as a community house. Equip- 
ment has been purchased for the club- 
room and a kitchen and all women’s 
organizations of the town and county 
have been invited to use it for their 
meetings. Bookcases have been in- 
stalled and several hundred volum~s 
with a monthly consignment from the 
state library commission form — the 
nucleus of another dream—a_ public 
library. 

The community house was the cen- 
ter around which was built a splen- 
did better American homes display. A 
Sunday morning union service de- 
voted to home preceded a visit by sev- 
eral hundred to the community house 
which evidenced the possibilities of 
artistic decoration and furnishing in 
a five-room house. Two hundred 
home economics students from the 
county schools witnessed a demonstra- 
tion of labor-saving devices and elec- 
trical appliances. Truly, this is a 
community house in the truest sense. 


In the Washington Club leaders of 
intelligence and vision have been 
flaming evangels awakening the coun- 
ty to the imperative need of corre- 
lated welfare work. As a result all 
interested organization are united in 
a Wilkes County Welfare Associa- 
tion which supports a full time train- 
ed worker. A _ petition from the 
Woman’s Club has brought into be- 
ing a board of health. A child health 
clinic has been established and sup- 
ported and an educational campaign 
for public health improvement waged. 


The rehabilitation of unfortunate 
families, the securing of proper homes 
for nine homeless children form a 
story too long to tell here. That the 
souls of these women are in their 
welfare work is evidenced by the 
fact that a great deal of this service 
to the poor and needy is centered in 
their beautiful new community house. 
This was one of the oldest colonial 
homes in the picturesque town and 
every citizen was permitted to have a 
part in its refitting, and has a conse- 
quent pride in its service, already 
dear, by its contribution to eommu- 
nity well-being it becomes daily more 
precious, 

Colbert, a small club of 15 active 
members but with a large vision of 
the possibilities of their community 
school, tells of their work for its im- 
provement, They began drastic meas- 
ures in the library, buying bookcases, 
tables and sufficient books for an ac- 
credited school. The auditorium next 
received attention being equipped with 
opera chairs, stage scenery, curtain 
and furniture. With a home economics 
annex built and only partly equipped 
the club had this painted, put up 
curtains and purchased the necessary 
china and utensils. The services of a 
landscape architect were obtained and 
the school grounds planted. The 
whole operation has called for the ex- 
penditure of $1,298.59 of money self- 
earned and for a great deal of labor.

“First: From the Brunswick Wom- 
an’s Club, the department of educa- 
tion made a survey of illiterates in 
Glynn county. As a_ result+in No- 
vember, 1929, there were established 
adult night classes in 11 county 
schools and two city schools. These 
classes were held every Monday, Wed- 
nesday and Friday nights from 7: 
to 8:30. These classes are taught 
by teachers of Brunswick school sys- 
tem who were paid small salaries. Up 
to March 1 500 were taught to read 
and write (371 being colored and 129 
white). Some who could not read 
and write when this school started 
are now continuing their studies in 
Brunswick Daytime Opportunity 
school. In addition to the night class- 
es two white teachers visit the homes 
and teach mothers who cannot leave 
small children. The school will con- 
tinue through May. This school was 
made possible by local subscription, 
assistance from board of education 
and teachers and by funds from the 
a total of 
$1,208 having been spent, or an aver- 
age.of $2.40 per pupil. 

“Then second: Continuing the spirit 
of service through education the Val- 
dosta Wymodausis Club has given 
$690 in scholarships. Two scholar- 
ships of $250 each to Georgia State 
Woman’s college, one scholarship of 
$90 to Valdosta Conservatory of Mu- 
sic. Then recently $100 to Frances 
Wey Memorial which in itself means 
scholarships to Georgia clubwomen. 
And again through education the fine 
arts department of the Baxley Wom- 
an’s Club put on an art exhibit, from 
Colonial Art Company of Oklahoma 
City. This consisted of 150 pictures 
16x20 and 20x24 inches in beau- 
tiful colors. All copies of famous 
masterpieces in art. It was open to 
the public for three days. An ad- 
mission charge of five cents was made. 
Different members of the club lec- 
tured on the pictures. Each grade of 
the school visited separately, accom- 
panied by their teacher, ~As a result 
19 pictures were purchased for the 
school, which, together with framing, 
amounted te $106. The children of 
each grade voted for the pictures they 
wanted. During the time at least 
400 people visited the exhibit. This 
created an appreciation and interest 
in good pictures and art which pos- 
sibly would never have been developed 
in many children. ‘These things men- 
tioned, Madam President, I believe 
will make possible the realization of

Twelfth district first vice presi- 
dent, Mrs. Fred Brown, of Dublin, 
stated: “Several hours of headache 
and eye strain were the results of 
trying to select the most important 
achievements of the twelfth district.

Those parents who were able 
and willing paid for the work done 
on their children’s teeth. Charity 
cases were taken care of by the club. 
The superintendent co-operated bY 
permitting the pupils to go to the det- 
tists at apy time during the day. As 
an added inducement a holiday was 
given each grade as it became den- 
tally perfect. Fifteen hundred fill- 
ings were put in and 250 extractions 
were made. When the work had 
been completed the president of the 
Georgia Dental Association wrote, 
asking for data on the case that he 
might use it.in a meeting of the 
association as no other school in 
Georgia had ever been made dentally 
perfect. Dr. Chiles, of Macen, is g0- 
ing to Cochran in the near future to 
present the club with a certificate 
stating these facts and they in turn 
will present this certificate to the 
school.

IVEN a criminal who likes to read 
fiction you are likely to find 
imagination in his crimes. And 
given in pursuit of him a detec- 
tive with imagination, you will get there- 
from a story that needs little dressing to 
make it as interesting as good fiction.

' We first hear of J. Milton Glass. in cont- 
pany with another spy, J. C. Moore. The 
latter reports June 2lst as of the 18th. Just 
four days previously, Lieutenant-General 
Leonidas Polk was killed at Pine Moun- 
tain. and the Confederate lines there had 
been withdrawn to a temporary line east 
of Mua Creek. and through the site of the 
present New Salem church. On the night ol! 
the 18th General Joseph E. Johnston with- 
drew to another position, which was his 
final defensive position at Kenesaw. Genera! 
Johnston had had his headquarters, prior 
to the 18th, at the York House on the Burnt 
Hickory road, now the present site of the 
Cleveland Kirk tarm house. After the 18 1h, 
the general removed his quarters to the 
Other side of the mountain, and nearer 
Marietta. 

It. was at these new headquarters that 
Moore and Glass reported. “Reported,” 1: 


the correct word, for the two of them were 
believed at headquarters to be spies in the 
service of the Confederacy. Just how this 
was managed is not explained. Moore and 
Glass entered Marietta via the Canton 
road, from the federai lines, using passes 
issued them by Colone! Hill, Johnston's 
prevost-marsha!l general. Not linding Gen- 
eral Johnston in Marietta, they went out 
the Dallas road to where the general had 
just removed from the York place. They 
found headquarters much annoyed by fed- 
eral shells dropping on them from over the 
mountain.

50 state militiamen were at Fairburn, and 
three times that number at Jonesboro. This 
indicated, of course, that Johnston was 
guarding his left flanks well south fo Ate 
anta, 


When leaving Jonesboro, morning of 22d, 
Giass saw two north-bound trains loaded 
with troops. The spy struck the Atlanta 
fortifications half way between East Point 
and the Atlanta Union depot. These con- 
sisted of earth banks ten feet high and 
from ten to fifteen feet in breadth, but no 
artillery in place, as yet. The artillery em- 
placements were connected with well con- 
structed rifle pits. 


The portion of the fortifications first seen 
by Glass, was parallel to the railroads, and 
juet west of them.

34) sons play it more then than in 
es any other seasons. There are the 
golfers who play in the clubhouse after 
every round of the course, the vacationers 
who indulge on trains, ocean liners, lake 
and river steamers, yachts ‘and everything 
else except on horseback, the resorters who 
spend all their evenings and rainy days 
“that way,” the stay-at-homes who do it 
on the front or back porch, and those who 
would simply rather remain indoors on a 
hot night, with.the~heavy clothing peeled 
off, having a delightful informal little ses- 
sion in their family circles. 

Then there is. the ever-increasing num- 
ber of scheduled events which attract the 
inveterate bridger from near and far. June 
is full of such occasions. A real classic is 
the congress of the American Whist League, 
its fortieth;-which will be held in Niggara 
Falls, Canada, in the great. Clifton hotel 
June 19 to 27, in conjunction with which 
the Woman’s Whist League will also hold 
its annual congress Three generations will 
be represented in the championship events 
held—whist, the grandfather; auction, and 
contract, the virile grandson. The presi- 
dency of the two organizations is in a 
particularly happy state this year, with 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Nokes heading them. 
Players, ‘both star and non-star, will travel 
from all parts of the country to participate. 

Two other banner events are the bridge 
teachers’ convention to be conducted by 
Milton C. Work, one at the Edgewater 
Beach hotel in Chicago beginning tomor- 
row and running to FPriday, inclusive, and 
the other at the Delmonico in New York, 
June 16 to 20, inclusive. Associated with 
Mr. Work will be his professional partner, 
Ralph Reed Richards, of Detroit, and his 
other distinguished confrere, Walter F. 
Wyman, of Boston. The profession of bridge 
teaching has become so important that 
several hundred skilled instructors and in- 
structresses will attend each of these meet- 
ings for conference and coaching in the 
technique of the game itself, teaching 
methods and the conduct of tournaments. 

Summer tournaments of sectional im- 
portance will be held from Maine to Cali- 
fornia and from Oregon to Florida. One 
of the outstanding will be the annual 
tournament at Conneaut Lake, in Pennsy!l- 
vania, July 9 to 12» which draws enthusias- 
tic bridgers from a radius of hundreds of 
miles.

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Regardless of the system in use, the con- 
ventional bid on that hand would be two 
spades. After your partner has made a 
suit bid and has been overcalled by the 
bid of another suit by the next bidder your 
own bid of the hostile suit is a “slam sig- 
nal” conveying a most specif@&e message to 
your partner, Such a bid does not at all 
signify your ability to play the hand with 


between systems ~~ 


the suit you bid as trumps. Its message 
to partner is this: 

1, If we play the hand at some other 
suit we will not lose any tricks in the suit 
bid by the opponents. Either I have the 
singleton ace of the suit or the doubleton 
ace-king, or else I can trump the first lead 
of that suit. 

2. Considering what your first bid has 
already shown me. it looks to me as if we 
have slam possibilities. 

Most players, but not all, include still 
another important item of information in 
the message conveyed by such a bid, as 
follows: 

3. The suit you bid is o. k. for our side. 
I have strong support for it. So we shall 
consider that suit already established as 
the one at which we will play the hand. 
Any ensuing suit bid you may make now 
will merely show control of the suit and 
ability to take the first trick in it with 
the ace or by ruffing. 

It is important not to confuse the mean- 
ing of such a bid with an overbid of the 
hostile bid before your partner has bid. If 
the opponents, for instance, open the bid- 
ding with one spade and you, as the next 


bidder, call two spades, your bid, under 
nearly all systems, is a genuine spade bid, 
indicating a better spade suit than the foe. 
He, for instance, may hold the king, jack, 
9, 4 and 3, with the dce and king of an- 
other suit on the side, and you may have 
the ace, queen, 10, 5 and 2, “sitting over 
him” at his left. But if your partner has 
previously bid- some other suit, then the 
overbid of the hostile one is a sure slam 
signal, 

What do you know about your partner's 
hand if he, as dealer, bid one diamond, 
second hand passed, and you hold this 
hand?

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From all of these hands, you snoula Open 
partner's suit. Your own should not be 
opened against no trump unless it seems 
more likely to constitute a good defqnse 
than partner's. In these cases, you have no 
suit of such strength, Hence your sole prob- 
lem is which card of partner's suit, hearts, 
should be led, 

With A lead the 3, with B the 3, with C 
the king, with D the 9 if playing with an 
inexperienced partner, but the 5 if playing 
with a good partner, with E the 8. 

When holding only two cards of partner’s 
suit, the higher should be opened, no mat- 
ter how good or bad the two cards may be. 
When holding three, the highest should be 
opened if the.eards are all worthless, but 
if one of them if the ace, king ogqueen, the 
lead should be the lowest, if the opponent 
at your right is the one who bid no trump 
after your partner's bid. By so bidding, 
that opponent showed possession of two 
probable stoppers in the suit. One of those 
stoppers will be killed if you lead low, your 
partner takes the trick and Jeads it back 
to you, finding you with a high card. After 
doing that, you would then have a third 
card df the suit to lead to your partner if 
you possessed three cards of it originally, 
but if you only had two the suit would be 
blocked; hence you should not lead low it 
you hold only one little card with your high 

The same principle applies when you hold 
four or more of your partner's suit, includ- 
ing a high honor; lead fourth best. With 
just four little cards, as in D, the lead of 
fourth best will help an experienced part- 
ner to count the outstanding cards in the 
suit and also aid him to figure the dis- 
tribution of the other suits, but with an 
inexperienced parner it is often best to 
lead the top from such a combination be- 
cause otherwise the lead may give informa- 
tion to an experienced opponent witich 
your partner will not be able to figure out,

‘And Ras Taffari, Who Has Just Become King of Kings of Abyssinia, Is Modernizing His Ancient 
ie Land, His Feat Is a Tale of Incongruity—of Airplanes and Tanks Versus Spears and 
“  Lances—of Intrigue and Plotting Among These Descendants of Solomon and Sheba

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MODERN king of kings who has 
waged victorious war on the Mid- 
dle Ages, which for centuries have 
held his empire in their stran- 
. unrelenting grip, sits on the throne of 
Abyssinia today and dreams of leading his 
people out of the throes of lethargy and 
barbarism. 


He dreams of dams by which the head- 


waters of the Blue Nile may be spread 
regularly over thousands of arid acres cf 
his land in Northeast Africa. He dreams 
ef broad highways radiating in every direc- 
tion from Addis Ababa, his empire's capi- 
tal. He dreams of fleets of motor trucks 
that will speed along those highways, bring- 
ing raw materials to the capital and re- 
turning through the verdant hills and 
valleys laden with modern goods the like 
of which his subjects have never yet secn 
or heard of. He dreams of passenger planes 
flying on regular schedule from the capital 
to the sea. In short, he dreams of a nation 
that can lift itself by its bootstraps to a 
place on the economic level of the great 
powers of modern Europe. : 


Emperor Ras Taffari, “King of Kings of 
Abyssinia, Conquering Lion of Judah and 
the Elect of God,” who dreams these 
dreams, is a practical dreamer. For years 
now he has been carrying on an unending 
war upon the Middle Ages—a war fought 
literally with lances and spears and swords 


and shields by the descendants of King . 


Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. Minor 
victories crowned his banners, but it was 
only two months ago that the forces cf 
the Middle Ages were crumpled back upon 
themselves in a devastating defeat thaf 
seems to have swept all serious opposition 


away and to have set Ras Taffari securely 
upon his throne. 

The story of his long war and its swift 
denouement two months ago in a series of 
some of the most dramatic events that have 
ever been caught on the pages of history 
seems almost too fantastic to be true. 

It is a story of revolution and bloodshed— 
of a deposed Emperor guarded by three 
rings of soldiers, each group set to spy upon 
the other; of an Empress and her regent, 
and their struggle for mastery; of the 
triumph of the regent and his coronation 
as king while the jealous empress, with 
most of her power gone, still sat upon her 
throne. 

It is a story of intrigue—of the empress 
plotting with her divorced husband against 
her government and against the man who 
had seized her power; of arms being ship- 
ped from her palace armory to aid the rebel 
cause. Fi 

It is a story of anachronism—of a rebel 
host of medieval warriors, armed with 
spears, swords and shields, marching in 
revolt upon the capital; of airplane ma- 
machine gunners and bombers swooping 
down to spray death upon them. 

But more than all is it a story of the rise 
to power of Ras Taffari and of his war 
upon the Middle Ages—and it is the story 
of his visions for the future of his medieval 
land. 

The story had its beginning back in 1916, 
when Ras Taffari made the first important 
move in his campaign. The revolution of 
that year had deposed the emperor. Lij 
Yaser. Zauditu, daughter of a former em- 
peror, Menelik, was ¢hosen as empress after 
she had divorced her fourth and last hus- 
band, Ras Guksa. The divorce was the re- 


sult of political pressure—Ras Guska, not 
being of royal blood, could not become em- 
peror. This situation necessitated the ap- 
pointment of a regent—and here Ras Taf- 
fari, grand-nephew of the same Menelik, 
saw his chance. He arranged to have him- 
self named. That was his first trump card. 

Taffari’s power grew through the years. 
Daily the contest between him and the 
Empress Zauditu for control of the reins 
of government grew more acute—and, in 
October, 1928, after a dramatic and sensa- 


tional stroke by Ras Taffari, she had to- 


consent to his being crowned King of Shoa, 
the nation’s chief province. She was still 
the Empress, but constantly Taffari under- 
mined her power. Jealous, the “Empress be- 
gan plotting with her divorced husband. 
And as a result, a rebel army with Ras 
Guksa at its head marched upon the capi- 
tal during the early months of this year. 
Ras Taffari sought at first to bring this 


revolution to a peaceful end by negotia- 


tion and compromise. But Ras Guksa re- 
mained arrogant and unyielding. He issued 
ean ultimatum that Taffari must give up the 
throne to Lij Yaser, who had been deposed 
as emperor in 1916. 

Tauffari smiled a wry smile and began 
concentrating his troops in the province of 
Tigre, 200 miles northeast of the capital. 
When he had brought together a nonde- 
script army of 20,000 men he sent his min- 
ister of war, Dejetchmatch Molla Cheta, 
the “complete master,” to take command in 
the field. 

Ras Guksa was advancing into Tigre by 
forced marches from his stronghold at Gon- 
dar, hoping to rout the king's forces by a 
surprise attack. Molla Cheta.get word of 
this and went out to meet him. Daily they 


grew nearer and nightfall on the last day 
of March found the scouts of the opposing 
hordes in contact with each other at Debra 
Zebit, about 70 miles east of Lake Tsana. 
The arch rebel and the “cempljete master” 
arrayed their cohorts in battle order and 
made plans for the morrow. Retainers and 
vassals grouped themselves about the stand-« 
ards of their knights and feudal chieftains; 
for ai daybreak, with the sound of trumpct 
and amid the clash of sword and lance, 
would be waged a conflict reminiscent of 
the battles of’ past centuries. 

But into Abyssinia, remote as it is from 
the rest of the world, had recently come 
strange and powerful engines of war, un-~ 
known to the knights and warriors of Ras 
Guksa. Three French pursuit planes had 
hastily been acquired, and with the French-« 
man Andre Maillet, chief pilot of the Im- 
perial Abyssinian air force, in command, 
they had been rushed into the fray. 

At dawn on the first of April Maillet and 
his war birds appeared in the heavens 
above the rebel camp. Swooping down from 
a height of 3,000 feet, they flew directly 
over the headquarters of Ras Guksa, hur)l- 
ing bombs and spraying death with ma-« 
chine guns. The arch rebel was surrounded 
by a brilliant escort of mounted warriors, 
Their scarlet tunics and plumed headdresses 
made excellent targets. Ras Guksa was 
fatally wounged; the nest of machine guns 
with which the arch rebel had hoped to 
demoralize his enemy was destroyed by a 
bomb, and the rebel army, dodging the 
great, green monsters of the air, scattered 
in hopeless confusion. 

Down upon them came the “complete 
master” at the head of the kine’s forces— 
and by nightfall 10,000 dead were strewn 


wn iF ne err gram nes? . 
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over the battlefield. No quarter was given 


and no prisoners were taken among those 
who disputed the power and authority of 
the king. Only three hundred of Taffari's 
men were killed. It was an overwhelming 
victory. 

After the first swift attack of the war- 
riors of the sky and the resulting conster- 
natioon.in the rebel! ranks, the planes land- 
ed in an adjoining field. Mechanics leaped 
out and, in accordance with ancient Abys- 
sinian custom, dismembered Ras Guksa’s 
body. The head was brought to Maillet and 
again the war birds took to the air. 


On that eventful morning Addis Ababa 
was quietly celebrating a religious festiyal 
in the church of St. George. The nobles, 
who proudly trace their lineage directly to 
King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba, 
had gone early to church, surrounded by. 
their retinues. 


Services over, they had set out in the 
rain for the palace of the empress—for 
there was uwmeasiness in the air and the 
hint of important news. Suddenly a rumor 
ran through the city like an electric shock, 
becoming more garbled and contradictory 
as it spread. And then the cannon before 
the palace of the empress boomed eleven 
times. 


In this land, living as it does in the Mid- 
dle Ages, every male able to bear arms is 
a soldier of the king or of some powerful 
baron. So, with the cannon’s boom, every 
male in Addis Ababa grabbed his gun, his 
spear or his sword and ran to the palace of 
the king. Contradictory reports flew about 
—the rebels had reached the city; the em- 
press had been murdered; the king had 
gone to her palace to imprison her as the 
chief agent of the. revolutionary party. 

Women and children disappeared from 
the streets and shut themselves up in their 
straw-thatched “tukuls.” Shops were hur- 
riedly closed and peasants from the coun- 
try who had brought their produce to mar- 
ket fled to cover or joined the palace- 
bound throngs, leaving their belongings be- 
hind them. Looting commenced in the 
bazaars and the iron gates of the legations 


and the homes of foreigners banged shut. 


The rocky, uneven streets of the ram-« 
bling capital became packed with milling, 
shouting crowds of barefooted figures clad 
in white “shammas.” resembling Roman 
togas, and armed with every conceivabie 
weapon from curved scimitar-and rhinoc- 
erous hide shield to the most modern ctf 
army repeating rifles. Great and petty 
chieftains in brilliant garments and on gaily 
caparisoned mules raced to the great space 
before the palace with their retainers. 

There the news spread among the ex- 
cited mob that the king’s aviators had 
drenched the battlefield at Debra Zebit 
with death, that the rebel chieftain, Ras 
Guksa, “General of the First Line,” had 
been killed. Then came another report. 
The “feranji” (foreign) aviator was bring- 


ing the head of the revolutionary leader 
to the capital in bis airplane. 

e crowd in its thousands rushed head- 
long to the race course, which also serves 
as the capital's airport. His Majesty, King 
Taffari, left his palace in his big green 
alitomobile and headed toward the field, 
the shrieking siren opening up a wide path 
for his passage. Behind him, but soon out- 
distanced, pattered his bodyguard, leading 


his cloth-of-gold bedecked mule and bear- . 


ing his guns, his sword, his scepter and 
his buckler in their brilliant velvet casings. 

A plane was circling overhead and grace- 
fully maneuvered to a landing. Andre 


Maillet stepped. out and was led over to 
where the king had mounted a hastily 


erected dais of rich carpets and silken 
hangings in front of the makeshift hangars. 
Under a red silk parasol hung with gold 
fringe Maillet received from the hand of 
His Majesty, surrounded by the dignitaries 
of church and state, the Order of Menelik 
and a gift of 50,000 francs. Then, and not 
until then, did Maillet make a discovery. 
He had brought with him a souvenir of 
the battle—a bullet from the enemy had 


shattered the revolver on ‘his hip. 


The simple ceremony ended, the King 
crossed the field in: his car at a snail's 
pace, the red parasol held over him seem- 


- ing to float over the heads of the “crowd. 


Not a shout Or a cheer came from the tens 
of thousands assembled. Only the muffled 
rustle of their “shammas,” the patter of 


._their bare feet and the occasional rattie 


of their weapons. 


Throughout the ceremony the Empress 
Zauditu remained in her palace. She had 
been the center of the reactionary religious 
element since her enthronement. The 
Ethiopian clergy had always been her ad- 
visors. And, as their power.will be at an 
end when their subjects become more en- 
lightened, it was to.their advantage to 
stand against Taffari’s progressive meas- 
ures. Their standard bearer was the em- 
press, who spent much of her time in’ 
prayer and fasting. 


Steadily since his coronation, Ras Taffari 
had shorn her of her power. One by one 
he replaced the ministers and councilors 
of the empress-with men of his own follow- 
ing. Only a few were left to her Imperial 
Majesty, andthe most powerful of these 
had been Ras Guksa. 

The fact that Zauditu was backing Guksa 
in his rebellion had been known to the king 
for some time. Arms from the empress’ 
palace armory had been sent, and money 
as well. So now, on the evening of April 1, 
the whole of Addis Ababa was asking it- 
self; “What will the king do with the em- 
press? He has all the cards in his hand; 
how will he play them?” 

Night came and the crowds faded into 
houses and courtyards, for every Abyssinian 
in Addis Ababa ‘must be indoors by an 


hour after sunset. And the next day, April 


* 


2, the startling, unbelievable news leaked 
out—the empress was dead! 

It looked like suicide or worse. But again 
the truth sifted itself out of a hundred 
rumors. During the previous week, as dis- 
aster had hovered over her forlorn hope in 
Gondar, Zauditu had been ill and despon- 
dent. She took cold, yet insisted upon pray- 
ing all night in her cold, damp chapel, The 
news of Guksa’s death and the annihilation 
of the rebel troops came as a bombshell. 
Heaped upon this her religious adviser ad- 
vised her to bring about a good omen by 
bathing in holy water. This resulted in the 
rapid development of pneumonia, frdm 
which she died during the night. 

Empress Zaudity’ was between.50 and 60 
years old—no one seems fo know exactly. 
She had seen many of the customs and 
habits of the Abyssinia of her father, 
Menelik, pass, and with blind deyotion she 
had held on to those that were left. wtih 
her death has. disappeared the greatest ob- 
stacle to progress in her country. Now 


Taffari has a clear field to put through 


his cherished ambition to lead his peopie 
out of the throes of medievalism. 

The empress is cead. Long live the em- 
peror! On the following day Taffari pro- 
claimed himself “Negusa Negast, king of 
kings of Abyssinia.” He is now supreme, 
and he is the most intelligent and progres- 
sive leader in the country. A modern 
Abyssinia will most probably emerge from 
this cocoon of the past if he continues to 
turn up trumps, 

The events that preceded the denoue- 
ment of the first two days of April were 
almost as dramatic as the fina] dct of the 
drama. We have sketched them briefly; 
a more thorough examination will trace 
graphically the rise of Ras Taffari to power 
and depict the early triumphs in his war 
on the Middle Ages. 

Back to 1916, then. The Emperor Liji 
Yaser brought his short reign to an end 
in that year by Jeaning too far toward 
Islam. Ethiopia, Christian since the third 
century, with its fanatical priesthood, would 
have none of Him. After one of the great- 
est and bloodiest battles in Ethiopia, in 
which over 660,000 troops were engaged on 
each side, the army of Li] Yaser was routed. 
He was dethroned and four years later was 
imprisoned in Fitche. And there he haa re- 
mained, inclosed in the four walls of his 
court. 

Lij Yaser is now thirty-six years old, is 
enormously fat and consoles himself with 
women and “tej,” the nationgl drink of 
fermented honey mixed witht water and 
herbs. About him through the/ years have 
been three circles of guards. The first of 
these is under command of Ras Kass, 
cousin of the deposed emperor and governor 
of the province of Salale, in‘ which he is 
Uuprisoned, The second circle has been 
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composed of guards of the empress, while 
the third is Ras Taffari's. Each set of 
guards watches and reports on the others. 
No wonder that the prison of Lij Yaser has 
been a hot-bed of intrigue. 


The Empress Zauditu rode into power as 
the successor of Li) Yaser;@nd Taffari, 
then governor of ‘the province of Harrar 
became the regent. That marked the be? 
ginning of his power and. the opening of 
his war upon the forces of the Middle Ages. 
Between 1916 and 1923 the world heard 
little of Ras Taffari; he was quietly con- 
solidating his power and trying to give his 
country a just and peaceful rule. But in 
1923 he became the center of the world’s 
news through a brilliant and strategic 
maneuver. His country was surrounded on 
all sides by the colonies of Britain, France 
and Italy. These colonies are not rich in 
natural resources, while Abyssinia is «@ 
mine of unexploited and untapped wealth, 
and the three mother countries had already 
acquired corners of his realm, and thus 
had made of Abyssinia an inland empire 
shut off from access to the sea. 


If Abyssinia could -become a member of 
the League of Nations that august assembly 
might be instrumental in keeping his re- 
maining territory intact. So he asked for 
admission, but the league could not con- 
sider a& candidate that permitted slavery 
within ite borders, Well and good. Taffari, 
while he could not actually free the slaves, 
would make the future buying and selling 
of human beings illegal, so that in time 
slavery would die out. This was acceptable 
to the league, and Abyssinia became a mem- 
ber in good standing. 

In 1924 the regent decided that it was 
high time that he and his advisors knew 
something about how the rest of the werld 
lived and got along. He would take a trip 
to Europe and see for himself, His advisors 
in Addis Ababa shook their heads. 

Every one knows the otutcome of this 
specta@ular visit to the capitals of -Bugope. 
It put Abyssinia on the map with the Old 
World powers. 

In 1927 the regent drew his next card, 
He sent to Washington his special repre- 
sentative, Dr. Waldo Martin, “The Colenel 
House of Tagari.” a cultured Abyssinian 
who had been educated in England and 
who for,years was in the Indian Otvil Serva 
ice. His mission was to re-establish dipico- 
matic relations with the United States and 
to prevall upon our government to create 6 
definite American legation at Addis Ababa, 
As @ result the president appointed as Min- 
ister Addison E. Southard. 

Dr. Martin followed up this move hy 
starting negotiations with the J. G. White 
Construction Company of New York fer 
the construction of the Lake Teana dam,

Grass 
likewise acts as a mulch in summer, makes 
cooler and fresher atmosphere, delights the 
eye and actually purifies the air we breathe. 


An ever-green lawn gives the home per- 
manent beauty just as much as the ever- 
green shrubs used close to the heuse. No 
matter how elaborate the house and the 
planting around it; the home cannot make 
a pleasing appearance without this velvety 


* ever-green lawn. A perfect lawn “sets off” 


@ bed or border of flowers, and this same 
smooth stretch of green makes the shrub- 
bery more beautiful and effective. 

During the past month or six weeks, we 
have had a great deal of raimfall, which 
has caused all of the lawns in Atlanta to 
grow well. In all probability, these rains 
will stop during the early part of the 
summer, and then the lawns will become 
spotted and barren, unless the proper sum- 
mer care is given them. 

There is no real reason why our lawns 
Should have this barren, spotted look, ex- 
cept for the fact that they do met receive 
the proper summer care, for grass to grow 
properly there are but two requisites, the 
proper amount of moisture and sufficient 


_ food. One of the greatest troubles with 


lawns in our section of the country ts that 
for the most part they grow by main 
strength and awkwardness. Occasionally 
some seeds are dumped upon the lawn and 
at times a bag of fertilizer, and if it gets 
very dry a light sprinkling is given them. 
At other times the lawn must look out 
for itself. 

There are three essentials for lawn cul- 
ture: ? 

The lawn should be reseeded. Lawn grass 
may be planted almost every month im the 
year, and it is a good plan to keep a iit- 
tle grass seed about the house so that the 
bare spots may be replanted as they ap- 
pear. This may be done by breaking the 
surface of the soil with a rake and bread- 
casting a little seed over this spot. After 
the seed is sown the spot should be tamped 
down with the back of the shovel or the 
spot rolled. This is a much better plan to 
follow than that of entirely resowing the 
lawn each year. It is a good plan to add 
a bit of fertilizer te these spots when the 
grass seed is planted. 


The second cultural direction for lawns 
is constant fertilization. Although the se- 
lection of the particular kind or brand of 
fertilizer is important, that is not as im- 
portant as the constant fertilization, re- 
gardiess of the kind or brand of fertilizer 
used. We mean by constant fertilization 
the application of a small amount of fer- 
tilizer at least once every three or four 
weeks. 

There was a time when most lawn ex- 
perts, seedmen and gardeners recommend- 
ed a heavy application of fertilizer about 
once or twice each year, but that time has 
passed. Because of the fact that grass is 
constantly growing and constantly requiring 
more food, it has been found that lighter 
applications of fertilizer applied each month 
will produce better results. These applica- 
tions of fertilizer are particularly impor- 
tant during the summer months when the 
grass is growing so fast.

There was also a time when most lawns 
were fertilized with stable manure and 
this is a very fine plant feed, since it sup- 
plies not only the fvod, but the humus also. 
The one objection to stable manure is that 
it is filled with weed and wild grass seeds. 
Too, in the city, it is very hard to obtain, 
and very high priced when it can be ob- 
tained. Pulverized sheep manure is a good 
substitute for stable manure. Although 
this fertilizer is not high in food value, 
it is high in humus, which is necessary 
for holding meisture on the lawn. Bone 
meal is a good lawn fertilizer, very slow 
acting, but contains a large amount of lime, 
and will feed the lawn usually over a period 
ef six-months. For qwick results any of 
the standard advertised commercial fer- 


‘ tiligzers may be used, and those analyzing 


from 10-2-2 to 12-4-4 are usually consid- 
ered best for lawn use. 

For top dressing the lawn, sheep manure 
and bone meal should be used, at the rate 
of 100 pounds to the thousand square feet, 
while the commercial fertilizers should be 
used at the rate of 50 pounds to the thou- 
sand square feet, a place 50 by 20 feet. 
These fertilizers should be broadcast evenly 
over the entire surface of the lawn after 
mowing and raking it. The lawn should 
then be rolled and watered thoroughly. By 


watering thoroughly, we mean that the 


sprinkler should stay in each spot for at 
least two hours. This is very important. 


The third important cultural direction for 
the summer care of lawns is the proper 
watering. or sprinkling. This should be 
done only in the case of prolonged drought, 
and care should be taken that it is very 


thorough. A light sprinkling ls worse than 
none at all. The reason for that statement 
is that a light sprinkling attracts the fine 
hair-like roots to the surface of the soil 
and later, when the sun is on the lawn 
these fine hair-like roots are killed. It 
would be best to do this watering late in 
the afternoon in order that the water may 
soak into the soil thoroughly overnight. 
This will keep the sun from scalding the 
grass. A thorough soaking will penetrate 
to the moisture in the soil. 
Bermuda Grass. 

June is the proper month of the year for 
sowing Bermuda grass. If your lawn is ex- 
posed to the full sun, there is no other 
grass that will give the satisfactory results 
that may be obtained from Bermuda grass. 
Bermuda grass seed requires from three to 
four weeks for germination, and should 
be planted at the rate of two or three 
pounds to the thousand square feet. This 
seems a rather light sowing to those of you 
who are accustomed to planting other 
grasses, but it must be remembered that 
Bermuda grass spreads rapidly, and after a 
few months’ growth a meager stand will 
cover the entire lawn. The same _planting 
directions should be followed in the case 
of Bermuda grass that are customarily fol- 
lowed in the planting of other grass seeds 
and the same summer care should be used 
to secure best results. 

The only objection to the Bermuda lawn 
is the fact that when our friend, Jack 
Prost, visits us in the fall, our green lawn 
turns Into a brown patch. There is a grass 
that fits into this winter gap admirably,

By the combination of these two grasses 
we have obtained a most satisfactory ever- 
green lawn, The major trouble with our 
lawns in Atlanta comes during the month 
of August usually, and preparation for this 
trying season must go on constantly 


~ throughout the remainder of .the year. A 


careful feeding of the lawn before that 
time of the year and the addition of the 
proper amount of humus to the soil will 
assist the grass in going through tis try~ 
ing period. 

The best form of humus that may be 


is by spreading it as a very thin layer over 
the entire lawn. After this has been done, 
it may be worked into the soil lightly with 
a rake and rolled thoroughly. The gras 
will readily grow through this light porous 
material and it will Incorporate itself with 
the soil in a natural way. 


Mowing and weeding the lawh is always 
important. Mowing the lawn is most bene- 
ficial to it and this should be dome at 
short intervals. The mowing tends te pro- 
mote root growth and at the same time 
causes the grass to spread. This is par- 
ticularly true of Bermuda grass, although 
it is also true of other grasses. There are 
certain fertilizers that are claimed to dis- 
courage weed growth and at the same time 
the grass will grow. The old-fashioned, 
back-breaking weeding by hand is hard to 
beat for effectiveness. With the preper 
tool, a long handled, small hoe, the job is 
not as bad as it is painted and these tools 
certainly save many a backache. After these 


patches of weeds have been removed, sow. 


a handful of grass seeds in the barren 
spot. .

About two months ago, the hereditary - 
Princess Charlotte left the menage at Monte | 
Carlo, without so miuch’as a: by-your-leave - 


from her husband, Count Pierre de Polignac. 
She went away alone, but in company with 
Dr. Pietro Dalmasso, her medical adviser, 
who, by the way, is an Italian. The couple 
Sought retreat in the Italian Alps in the 
small village of Limone. 


This was the first intimation that there 


was a rift in the marital lute of Princess 
‘Charlotte and Count Polignac. Then the 


Italian and French newspapers published in — 


detail the story of her visit to the Alps, 
featuring the role played by her companion, 
the dashing Dr. Dalmasso. 

After her stay at Limone, Princess Char- 


lotte returned to Monté Carlo and immedi- * 


ately filed suit for separation against her 


husband, who, in the meantime, had also de- 
serted the domestic establishment. 
The hearing was held in Paris. 


When M. Raymond Poincare, arbitrating in 
this royal domestic dispute, declared that— 
“If Princess Charlotte eventually obtains 
complete freedom and takes another consort, 


“she cannot hope to see a son of the second 


union reign over. Monaco,” 
he had in mind Dr. Pietro Dalmasso, the 
Italian physician. 

This decision was handed down at an éx- 
traordinary session of Monaco'’s judicial 
council of revisioh. 

It was France's method of serving notice 
on Mussolini that he had better forego all 
hopes of Monaco ever coming under Italian 
control. 


M. Poincare also decided that the care ot | 


the children of Princess Charlotte, the Prince 
Raner, aged seven, and the Princess An- 
tonette, aged ten, should be entrusted to the 
care of their father, Count Polignac. This 
was almost tantamount to a declaration that 
France was not pleased with the conduct of 
the Monacan princess. She will enjoy the 
custody of the children only for a short time 
each year. 

It was also ruled that the education of the 
children must be in the French language. 


But the worst blow administered the Prin- 
cess Charlotte was the preservation of the 
dynastic rights of Count Polignac. These 
were assured when M. Poincare very signifi- 
cantly ruled out the issue of “another con- 
sort taken by the princess.” 


According to those in governmental circles, 
the troubles of Princess Charlotte, the ex- 
posure of her love affair and all, had their 
origin in the snub which she gave to the 
mayor of Monte Carlo. In fact, all the woes 
of Monte Carlo are traceable to that social 
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blunder, which, like Banquo’s gnost, wiil not 
down along the Riviera. It is, indeed, a 
queer story. 


Mayor Marquet is today a notable person- 
age in this gambling community. It was, 
however, not always so, for there was a time 
when*he had to work quite hard to make 
both ends meet. 


The Social Ladder. 


As a result of his success in the political 
field, not to say anything of the wealth he 
has acquired in a host of business ventures, 
Mayor Marquet takes himself most seriously. 
He is a Belgian by birth. Yet so long has he 
dwelied in Monaco that he is a Monagasque 
of the Monagasques. Life opened for him 
as a waiter in a cafe at Namur. The witty 
Charlotte once said of him that he was born

It was after he had gotten along politically 
in Monte Carlo that M. Marquet developed 
social aspirations. He wished to hob-nob 
with the royalty that dominated the little 
gambling principality. But it was a wish not 
to be gratified. Then he became the mayor 
of Monte Carlo, and the urge for social rec- 
ognition became an obsession with the one- 
time waiter. He even bought heavily of steck 
in the Casino, thinking that such a move 
would aid him in his struggle to crash the 
gates of Monacan society. 


But to be lifted into the realm of the 
socially-exclusive set it was necessary that 


he attend a command dinner with Prince 
Louis of Monact 
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Sunday, June 8, 1930. 


The ruler of the little gambling principal- 
ity knew that in Mayor Marquet his domain

The 
matter was broached to his daughter, Char- 
lotte. She angrily refused to listen to the 
suggestion that it might be good for the 
family éxchequer to have the mayor of Monte 
Carlo in some evening for dinner. 

It was on this occasion that Princess Char- 
lotte uttered the witty sally about Mayor 
Marquet being born with a corkscrew in one 
hand and a serving tray in the other. 

All Monte Carlo laughed at this bit of wit 
—all except Mayor Marquet. 

Well, the socially-ambitious waiter never 
dined with Monacan royalty. He was griev-

Carlo to the snubbing daughter of Prince 
Louis of Monaco. 

The “thumbs-down” attitude of the Mo- 
nacan princess, as regards the social aspira- 
tions of Mayor Marquet, did not register a 
hit either with Count Pierre de Polignac, the 
husband of Charlotte. When the noble Pierre 
was short of cash, which was frequent, and 
still is, he merely went over to the Monte 
Carlo city hall and got it from his “good 
friend. Auguste,” the one-time Belgian 
waiter. 

Following the snubbing, the mayor began 
laying plans not only to frustrate the politi- 


cal ambitions of Princess Charlotte, who had 
her eye on the Monacan throne, but also to 
expose her to the world as a faithless wife. 


\M. Marquet was not a bit backward in doling 

out the cash for his anti-Charlotte campaign. 
The chief executive of the gambling resort 
knew that if she should by some hook or 
crook be declared the ruler of Monaco, the 
Casino would be closed and closed tight. 


Thus there were more reasons than one 
why Princess Charlotte should be consigned 
to social and political oblivion. 

Monte Carlo without gambling, without 
women, without song, would be about as 
dead a place as a French farming village 
after nightfall. 

In the election which was staged just re- 
cently, Mayor Marquet not only triumphed 
over the government party, which was spon- 
sored by Princess Charlotte, but gave the re- 
formers such a drubbing as to make Monaco 


safe for the “wine, woman and song” boys 
for a long time. 

In leading the fight against the beautiful 
young woman, the one-time Belgian waiter 
stressed her reform activitie? in the past and 
her frenzied determination to clean up the 
Rivieria. 


Purifying Campaign. 

Princess Charlotte’s complaint that the 
over-lords of roulette and trente-et-quarante 
were spending huge sums‘of money on bath- 
ing beaches and tennis courts in an effort to 


é keep up with Cannes, Nice, Mentone and San 


Remo was not so well received a few weeks 
ago as it was last year. The failure of Monte 
Carlo to draw the gay and free-spending 
crowds as Deauville, Aix-les-Bains and Biar- 
itz was blamed on Princess Charlotte. She 
protested against the competing for the pat- 
ronage of the notorious demi-mondaines of . 
Paris, London, Vienna, Rome, Genoa and 
Naples, the professional beauties and alluring 
women of all types, through granting them 
free board and lodging in the principal hotels 
of the gambling community. - 

She was anxious that Monte Carlo be a 
winter resort and playground for decent and 
law-abiding people, and less dependent on 
unrestricted gambling and notorious women, 

In her campaign to purify Monte Carlo, 
she forgot many things, chiefly her origin, 
and secondly, her romantic. escapade with 
the dashing Italian medico, Pietro Dalmasso, 

But the Monagasques did not forget these 
things. They hurled these scandals into her 
teeth at every opportunity during the, last 
political fight. _ 

Princess Charlotte, in her geal to “clean - 
up” Monte Carlo, also forgot that the family 
of old Francois Blanc had a legal concession 
to carry on gambling in the Casino until the 
year 1947. 

The Monagasques now began blaming the 
beautiful woman for disasters over which she 
really had no control. They” held her re- 
sponsible for the general falling off in the 
patronage of Monte Carlo for such resorts as 
Nice, where Frank Jay Gould, the American 
millionaire, was running his “Palais de la 
Mediterrannee,” and skimming the cream off 
the Rivieria’s gambling business, 

Since the World War the revenues of 
Monte Carlo have been slowly but surely 
slumping, As a gambling center it has been 
facing the stiffest kind of competition from 
casinos distributed all along and on both 
shores of the Mediterranean. 

In the days when the resort was the lode- 
star to a mob of wealthy cosmopolites, the 
establishment of the Blanc family was, in- 
deed, a veritable fairyland, with ite . lights, 
its brilliantly-gowned and bejewelled beauties 
from the four corners of the globe, No long~- 
tr does one meet at the gaming tables rich 
men, millionaires with spotless yachits, lovely 
women with sylph-like figures, overdressed 
“duchesses” with questionable pasts, cinema 
stars, and the leaders of wealth and fashion 
from the continent and the British Isles. 

To such a low estate has the gambling 
casino of the Monacan principality fallen 
that the managers of the concession are 
planning to open up a section of the estab- 
lishment for those who would indulge in the 
lowly but exciting pastime of shooting craps.

BERAMMERGAU—The_ world-fa- 
mous religious drama of Oberain- 
mergau, officially known as “The 
Passion of Our Lord Jesus Christ,” 

—~-~. Which is being staged during the 
months of May, June and July this year 
in this little Bavarian town, failed at its 
first performance to move the most sym- 
pathetic observers. The immense number 
of actors, soldiers, centurions, merchants, 
Pilate, Herod, the priests, the Jerusalem 
mob, all this mass of performers, greatly 
detract attention from the central figures; 
Christ and the Apostles. Local rivalries for 
the’ chief roles, which have developed into 
bitter family feuds in the course of the last 
few years, furthermore served to rob the 
atmosphere of that serenity and austerity 
which seems essentially requisite to the 
presentation of so sacred a théme. Rumors 
of quarrels and even of blows exchanged 
between members of the cast and rejected 
aspirants for leading roles were constantly 
reported in the town during my sojourn. 


The play will be given 60 times this 
year, which means 60 long.and arduous 
days for the players, who start at eight 
in the morning on performance days and 


wearily struggle through the day till six 
at nights. There were immense choirs, 
which chanted interminably hymns in the 
drenching rain at the first performance 
and lenghty recitals of gospel passages hav- 
ing reference to the Passion of Christ, 
which further served to tax the patience 
of the audience and destroy the receptive- 
ness of their minds.

The action begins after a lengthy pro- 
logue by Anton Lang, who comes upon the 
stage at eight in the morning: heading a 
column of singers. Lang played the Christ- 
role ten years ago, but is now too old to 
stand the strain of the 60 10-hour per- 
formances, and has been forced to hand 
his part to a younger man. For a visitor to 
take in the entire program of the day re- 
quires rising at five, when a solemn service 
is held at the Oberammergau parish 
church, while after the play a procession, 
headed by a band, through the principal 
streets of the town takes place. The pro- 
cession lasts till eight in the evening.

Reports 
and rumors, which have been current :all 
through the world, that people in the au- 
dience at Oberammergau on previous oc- 
casions fainted cr screamed in spiritual 
agony in the face of the enactment of the 
most tremendous drama in human history 
were not substantiated this year. Nobody 
was in tears. Nobody seemed cast down 
with the awefulness of the situation. Cnly 
once a stirring dramatic situation develop- 
ed. This was when the six-foot Christ, 
Alois Lang. called out the “Seven Words” 
while fastened to the cross with the hoarse 


voice of one who suffers the burden of the 
sins of the world. But the illusion qujckly 
vanished. The Roman soldier, who is shown 
to pierce the side of the Crucified Christ, 
advanced as mechanically as an automaton 
with a long stick nm his Hand and touched 
the Christ lightly. While doing so he 
glanced around, and completely disrupted 
the tensity in the atmosphere created by 
the agonizing Christus.

For a week the sack of Liege endured. 
Then, the part of the soldiers being fully 
accomplished, they were replaced by an 
army of laborers from Luxembourg, who 
were to destroy the city by fire and then 
level the ruins with the ground. 

Fer seven weeks after the duke’s de- 
parture, Liege continued to burn, until only 
the churches and the houses of church- 
men remained standing in the charred 
desert that once had been so fair and 
populous and prosperous a city. Thus, leav- 
ing a blackened train, of ruins in his wake, 
and accounting the work either accomplish- 
ed or to be accomplished in his absence, 
the duke went home at last to Brussels 
to spend Christmas with his duchess, and 
to des] with the heavy arrears of business 
connected with his Flemish states which 
had accumulated during his campaigning 
absence.
